The general impression of the prairie provinces of Canada held through 
out the Eastern. provinces and in other countries is that they are almost 
purely agricultural, and that manufacturing is practically negiigible and, 
where carried on, is on a small scale and local in character. No doubt muny 
Western people if asked for information on the subject would express much 
the same opinion. Nor would such a view have been very wide of the 
a comparatively few years ago, 

Within recent years, 


however, a marked change has taken place, and 
manufacturing along many lines is now an important. feature of Western 
activi.y. Not only is this the case but development along industrial lines 1s | 
who take the trouble to | 
realized when | 


proceeding at a pace which is a surprise to people 
investigate. The extent and rapidity of this growth is only 
actual official statistics are studied and comparisons made from yeur to year. 

The gathering and compilation of statistics of this kind is slow and 
laborious work, and considerable time must of necessity elapse before all 
returns from many industries are obtained and classified. Latest available 
figures, therefore, are always for a period of one or two years back. Recently 
the. Dominion Bureau of Statistics issued a report on the manufacturing 
industries of the prairie provinces for the calendar year i925, comparing them | 
with the figures for 1924. The growth indicated in this twelve month period | 
is quite remarkable and most encokraging. | 

For the year 1925 the number of manufacturing industries reporting was 
practically the same as for 1924, but the gratifying fact is disclosed that these | 
industries substantially increased their capital, employed many more workers, | 
largely increased their wage bills, utilized larger quantities of materials, 
produced many more millions of dollars worth of goods of all kinds, and 
operated On a much more profitable basis. 

Capita) invested in manufacturing industries in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta increased by $14,000,000 during 1925, and at the end of that year 
umounted to $221,775,000. 

The number of employees increased by over 6,000 difring the year with 
the result_that no less than 27,178 people are now engaged in some form of | 
manufacturing industry on the prairies. To these 27,178 people salaries and 
wages were paid aggregating $42,827,000, or nearly eight million dollars more 
than in the preceding year. 

Materials used by the several industries during 1925 had a value of} 
$141,892,000, or an increase of over $21,500,000 over the preceding year. | 

Through the application of labor and the use of these materials, gvods | 
having a gross value of $239,352,000 were produced, or an fncrease of $35,541,- | 
000 Over 1924. In other words, the prairie provinces in 1925 turned out on 
the average twenty million dollars worth of manufactured goods per month, | 
or three million dollars per month more than in the preceding year. The net 
value of 1925 production was $97,459,000, or $14,000,000 greater than in 1924,

Working Fund Of Five Million Dollars 
\ Urged At Conference, 

Formation of a world narcotic de- 
fence association with a working fund 
of five million dollars, was urged at 
the first session of the conference of 
committees of the World Conference 
on Narcotic Education and the Inter- 
national Narcotic Educational Agssocl 
ation at New York. 

The association would be non-pro- 
fil making and would have the power 
to utilize “all honorable means to at- 
tain the mobilization of the resources 
and vitality of society everywhere 
against narcotic drug addiction and to 
acquire and maintain immunity from 
this universal race menace.” 

Two million dollars of the five mil- 
lion to be sought, Captain Hobson ex- 
plained, would be used in hospital 
work; another two millions used in 
educational work, while the remaining 
mnillion would be set aside for law 
activity.

Been Reduced $78,500,000 In

Canada’s net debt dropped $78,500,- 
000 during the seven inontha of the 
fiscal year ending October 31. In the 
same period, when comparéd with the 
corresponding seven months of Iast 
year, total revenues of the Dominion 
intreased nearly 20 millions. 

Of the twenty millions, ten were in 
greater revenue from taxes. 

Customs duties are up eight mil- 
lions; income jares, six millions; rev- 
enue from excise duties is up five mil- 
lions, but revenue from excise taxes 
(sales, stamps, etc.) vd down nine mil- 
Hons.

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SHEEP, A FARM ASSET 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The profits from grade sheep at 
the Dominion Experimental station at 
Scott, Saskatchewan, show that this 
.clasq of stock may well be a real 
asset to the farm business of north- 
western Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
The foundation of the flock at Bcott 
consists of grade ewes of mixed 
breed. Nothing but pure bred rams 
have been used and these have been 
the means of strengthening the con- 
stitution of the flock and improving 
the type and fleece until now the ma- 
jority of the fifth generation have 
the appearance of pure bred sheep. 
The first cross showed a much great- 
er improvement than any succeeding 
cross, 

Records are kept of all feed used 
as well as all purchases and sales. 
For the year 1926 the balance sheet 
shows ‘the total returns from: ninety- 
four breeding ewes to be ° $868.12, 
with a total cost of feed and pasture 
of $668.49, which leaves a profit of 
$109.63, labor excluded, or $2.12 per 


‘| head. 


Grade ewes can usually be purchas- 
ed at priceg from $7 to $10 per-head. 
Ten ewes would be a very good be- 
ginning for the average farmer, This 
number could be pastured in small 
enclosures near the buildings until 
the profits from the sheep would pay 
for fencing larger flelds. 

The attention at lambing time with 
the shearing and dipping jn June 
constitute, most of the labor require- 
ment. Coarse, cheap feeds may be 
utilized to good edvaptege and also 
many weedg around the 
and fields are readily eaten by sheep.

Question Of Tariff: Gandhi i 
Created tore Sf j 

The question of-tarift is probably 
one of the oldest and most persistent 
sources of biékéering’ among nations. 
Although we usually look upon rev- 
enue and protective duties—avhich 
give rise ¢o Buch’ @isputes as that be- 
tween France and the United Statés 
—as.an essentially modern economic 
phase, In reality they are almost as 
old as history itself: 

There is 6vidence of tariffs in the 
time of ancient Greece and Rome, In 
feudal Europe the spite and irritation 
engéndered by them became a fright- 
ful source of. international strife. 
Venetian Republic was so extraordin- 
arily jealous of its industries that it 
forbade its workmen to practice their 
craft in any foreign country. The de- 
cree prohibiting. this is worded with 
characteristic. downrightness: 

“If any workman introduces into 

any foreign country a craft injurious 
to the trade of the republic, he will be 
ordered to return. If he does not obey 
this order, his nearest relations win 
be put in prison, in order to force him 
into obedience. If he returns, he wiu 
be pardoned and work will be ‘founa 
for him in Venice. If, in spite of the 
imprisonment of his relatives, he per- 
sists in remaining abroad, steps will 
be taken to have him killed where he 
is, and after his death his relatives 
will be released.” 
, Both England and France were ex- 
tremely touchy on the question of 
tariffs as early as the twelfth century. 
In 1172 Henry II. of England aecreea 
that all woolen goods manufactured 
from Spanish wool were to be burned. 
The wool trade, indeed, was the ob- 
ject of intense solicitude on the part 
of the English from a very early date. 
In 1260 England prohibited the ex- 
portation of raw wool, and was so 
jealous of its infant wool indusiry 
that less than a century later it made 
the exportation of raw wool an offense 
punishable by death! 

England’s great rival ip the woolen 
trade during the Middle Ages was 
Flanders, whose raw material came 
from England. By drastic proncunce- 
ments against the exportation of raw 
wool England attempted to build up a 
manufacturing trade of her own. When 
Queen Elizabeth came to the throne 
the anti-foreign attitude in the wool 
business had been carried to such a4 
pitch that even the exportation of 
sheep was forbidden. 

In the reign of Charles TH. severity 
became transformed into absurdity, 
for there was introduced an énact- 
ment stipulating that the dead must 
be buried in woolen material and 
that the living must wear ‘woolen 
clothes for six months of the year. — 
Moose Jaw Times.
